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DPW handles storm cleanup, summer projects

AGAWAM - Tons of severe weather in 
July has kept the Agawam Department of 
Public Works very busy this summer. With 
already having plenty of projects to take 
care of, things have gotten even busier for 
the department. 

DPW Superintendent Mario Mazza said 
the summer projects are progressing well, 
these consist of street sweeping, paving, 
crack filling, and water work. 

While storms make it hard to do other 
projects like paving and crack filling, the 
DPW has been able to keep up with their 
seasonal work. Mazza spoke about state 
projects finishing up like the Bridge and 
Route 187 projects. He said the next street 
project involves O'Brien's Corner as a Com- 
plete Streets project, as the town received 
$400,000 in Complete Street Grant Funds 
from the Massachusetts Department of 
Transportation for the improvements the 
intersection at O'Brien's corner. 

Mazza said this project will start in the 
next three weeks, and will cause some de- 
tours as most road work does. He said he 
tried to post information about the con- 
struction and alternative routes so people 
can avoid the area better, but that they will 
have significant signage regardless. 

Mazza asks residents to be patient 
during the street work, he understands that 
it can cause delay’s but they're just trying 
to do their job and complete this project 
as soon as possible. Mazza said during the 
bridge and 187 project people were very pa- 
tient and worked with the town to make the 
projects easier, he said they greatly appre- 
ciate that patience and ask for more as the 
summer road projects continue. 

Aside from big projects Mazza said crack 
filling, paving, and pot hole repair has been 
going well during the summer, they were 
able to crack fill and pave many large and 
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Despite a lot of severe weather, the Agawam Department of Public Works has been able to keep up with 


storm debris and their usual summer projects. 


small roads like Mill Street. Although they 
still have more roads and streets they'll be 
working on now throughout the fall, like 
Shoemaker Lane and other roads. Mazza 
also mentioned that they've repaired some 
sink holes, one includes a sewage pipe 
bursting causing sediment to shift and ul- 
timately create a sink hole, this along with 
other road projects has been the main focus 
of the DPW. 

Mazza said the worst storm the town 
has dealt with would be the one in the be- 
ginning of July where the south side of town, 
including Six Flags New England was hit. 

While Six Flags had their own cleanup 
teams, other areas were affected as well. 
Mazza said it took a few days for the DPW 
to clean up tree limbs and streets, but that 
they took care of all the publicly owned 
damage. 

For the privately owned trees and dam- 
age homeowners had to find outside help, 
though the DPW did give advise if anyone 
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called for help. Mazza also said the town’s 
DPW teams worked on the storm cleanup 
but they did call outside contractors when 
needed. 


As for the storm that hit Thursday night 
on Aug. 12, Mazza said few reports came in, 
and the few that did included limbs falling 
and limbs hanging on or over power lines. 
The DPW took care of the limbs they were 
in charge of and called the appropriate 
channels for the other concerns. Mazza ex- 
plains that that’s how they usually handle 
these storms. Eversource or other correct 
channels will be called first before the DPW 
crews go out. 

If residents want to help the DPW in any 
way, they can report what they see to the 
DPW and keep calling things in as they no- 
tice it. 

Mazza said the department will go out 
to check things out, or call the appropri- 
ate places if needed, but they can't see ev- 
erything and it’s helpful for people to keep 
calling things in. Including tree or tree 
limbs falling, limbs on wires, pot holes, sink 
holes, and more. Give the department a call 
to inform them of an issue and they'll take 
the best course of action from there, also 
residents living near storm drains can help 
during storms by safely clearing debris from 
the tops of drains.

AGAWAM - Agawam’s First Baptist 
Church holds a volunteer-run Trading Post 
Consignment Shop, the shop has been run- 
ning for decades but will be closing perma- 
nently later this fall. 

The Consignment Shop will be closing 
after their last season of sales, the shop will 
open beginning Wednesday, Aug. 18, and 
will be open every Wednesday between 10 
a.m. to 5 p.m. For this season there will be 
an ongoing 50% off and everything must go 
sale, people are encouraged to stop into the 
shop every Wednesday to shop sustainably. 
The shop has a unique inventory of clothes, 


shoes, accessories, jewelry, books, games, 
toys, home goods, and more. 

Although the shop is open this season, 
they will only be selling clothes and they 
will not be accepting new consignment ac- 
tivity or accept any donated items. Those 
working in the shop encourage people to 
visit the shop for the start of school, people 
can visit the shop to get new backpacks or 
items for a college dorm rooms. There will 
also be a sale for Halloween costumes and 
fall home decor. 

Shop member Diane Heer said the shop 
has always been run by volunteer church 
members, but it’s been more difficult to 
find people who are available in recent 
years as they need people with the time 


and physical ability to continue the shop. 

The consignment shop opened some- 
time in the 1960's, starting as a church 
fundraiser. Another fundraiser being put 
on in place of the shop is the annual Jingle 
Valley Fair. 

It will be held on Saturday, Nov. 20, this 
year and is typically the churches largest 
fundraiser. The consignment shop is a part 
of the church that brings in some money to 
help provide in other areas of the building. 

“Through the years, we have purchased 
furnishings and other items for various 
meeting rooms,’ said Heer. “A new indus- 
trial refrigerator for our kitchen, provided 
camperships for church youth, new trees 
and other landscaping needs. Donations to 


our annual Christmas fair and always gave 
an annual offering pledge to the church” 
Heer said that after the church pays the 
consignment customers for their share 
of any sales and covered any expenses for 
the church, all other earnings are used to 
help fund special projects or general oper- 
ating needs of the church; which includes 
an annual offering pledge. The consign- 
ment shop will be open each Wednesday 
Starting Aug. 18 and members encourage 
Agawam residents and visitors from other 
towns to stop in and see what they can find.

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Smithsonian host sites sought for tour 


Museum on Main Street exhibit looks at 
change in rural America 


NORTHAMPTON - The Smithsonian is coming to small 
towns in Massachusetts. 

Through a partnership with the nation’s largest muse- 
um, Mass Humanities will select six local institutions to 
host “Crossroads: Changes in Rural America,’ a traveling 
exhibit produced by the Smithsonian Institution's Museum 
on Main Street program. 

Applications open August 30 for museums, libraries, 
and other cultural centers interested in welcoming the 
Smithsonian to their communities. Organizations must be 
in a town with a population of 12,000 or less to be eligible 
to host the exhibit. In October, Mass Humanities will select 
six sites for the “Crossroads” tour, which arrives in Massa- 
chusetts in September 2022. 

“Crossroads” explores how rural American communi- 
ties changed in the 20th century. From sea to shining sea, 
the vast majority of the United States landscape remains 
rural with only 3.5% of the landmass considered urban. 
Since 1900, the percentage of Americans living in rural ar- 
eas dropped from 60% to 17%. The exhibition looks at that 
remarkable societal change and how rural Americans re- 
sponded. 

“We're excited about the opportunity to partner with 
the Smithsonian for a Museum on Main Street tour,’ said 
Brian Boyles, Executive Director of Mass Humanities. “As 
our rural communities in Massachusetts face new chal- 
lenges, this initiative offers local residents the opportunity 
to discuss the past, present and future of their hometowns.’

When they the tops turn com- 
pletely brown I will cut the stems 
to one inch and spread them on 
screens single file in a warm and 
dry, well-ventilated area to cure 
further. They can rest in that spot 
for up to two months, then will 
be placed in mesh bags in a win- 
ter location where temperatures 
stay close to 40 degrees. 

Instead of cutting the stem, 
you can braid them, for a pret- 
ty and heirloom-style storage 
option. Start out with three on- 
ions, tying some jute or string 
around one of the stems to add 
strength. Braid the three togeth- 
er one round, then add an onion 
each time you cross over. When 
you have 10 or 12 onions running 
the length of the braid, quit and 


clear of onions in 
storage because these vegeta- 
bles excrete ethylene gas as they 
ripen and will cause onions to 
sprout prematurely. Also, use 
bulbs that have two centers first, 
they won't store well. It is inter- 
esting to mention that sulfur, the 
same compound that starts the 
tears flowing when we cut into 
onions, is also a potent fungicide 
and bactericide. No wonder they 
store so well. I just used the last 
three from my 2020 garden to 
roast along with some tomatoes 
and garlic, but that is a whole dif- 
ferent story/ But as far as I can re- 
member, I never had onions last 
a year. 

Now, on to roasting peppers: 
Peppers roast best when they 
are fully ripe, meaning when 
they have changed color. Sim- 
ply wash the fruits and position 
them whole in a single layer un-

der the broiler, turning frequent- 
ly until they char. This can also 
be accomplished on a gas grill 
or as my husband will attest or 
over the flame of your kitchen 
stove. Once charred, place them 
in a paper bag or covered con- 
tainer. The steam will soften the 
skin to the point it can be rubbed 
off, revealing yummy, thick flesh. 
Pull off the stem and remove 
the seeds and voila! Roasted red 
peppers are yours to freeze. I just 
blot mine dry and put them in 
single servings in plastic freezer 
bags. The fruit is easily thawed 
by placing the bag into a shallow 
basin of water. Roasted peppers 
are fantastic on homemade piz- 
za or blended into hummus. My 
first attempt yielded seven bags. 
I've got a long way to go if I want 
to have enough for one serving a 
week during the offseason, but 
fruits will continue to ripen until 
the first frost, so you never know!

can earn DRCs up to age 70, at which 
point your Social Security benefit would 
be 32% more than it would have been at 


your FRA. 


- If you will be 68 on Aug. 1, you have 
already earned 16% additional benefit 
through DRCs. That means your benefit, 
if claimed to start in July will be 16% more 
than it would have been at age 66. You will 
specify the month you wish your benefit 


to start when you apply. 


* Social Security applies DRCs in Janu- 


ary of each year, so if you apply mid-year 
2021, your DRCs earned in 2021 won't be 
applied to your benefit payment until Jan- 
uary of 2022. 

- You can claim up to six months retro- 
active benefits, which would be paid in a 
lump sum. If you choose to take retroac- 
tive benefits your “benefit-start-month” 
will be backdated by six months, your 
benefit amount will be reduced accord- 


ingly (by 4%), and you'll get that reduced
